LAYTON HOLDS CLINIC ON MATERNITY BILL. 

One ol the most interesting contribution* to the Uongretwonal 
debates of the past two years on current legislation is to be found in 
the address made by Congressman Layton. of Delaware, November 1, 

in which be pointed out what he deemed Iniquitiei of the Sheppard- 
Towner maternity bill, now pending. "The most ethusiastie sup- 
porter of this bill in this body will not, is •Uipeot, have the temerity 
to attempt to impose upon the eeredulity of its membership by as- 
serting seriously that its provisions are not socialistic through and 
through," he declared. 

Dr. Layton then invited impartial and judicial consideration ol 
the published statements which have been made by its chief propa- 
gandiata and referred to quotations taken from official publications 
issued by the Children's Bureau of this Government and indorsed by 
its President, (the preceding Administration/ and members as well 
as by men and women who belong to these propagandists. He cited 
snecificall ya pamphlet edited by Henry J. Harris, of the Children's 
Bureau, entitled '-Maternity Benefit System in Certain Foreign 
Countries," disseminated at taxpayers' expense and indorsing the 
doctrines of .Madam Kollontai the head of the Russian maternity 
system, and the associate of Lflline and Trotsky. 

Paying his respects to "a Miss Lathrop, a Miss Todd, a Miss 
Kankin, or a Miss Paull," Dr, Layton asked what they can possibly 
j;no\v about maternity matters, and in another place he said: "In 
general terms, annd summarinzing what has gone before, these theor- 
ists take the ground that the Nation has the right to make itself 

the guardian of all of the children of the Nation, an dthat the child- 
ren themselves shall be the Nation's wards. This supervision goes 
lo the extent of assuming the light to regulate the food and the 
clothes and the housing and the education of the children; the right 
o fthe Government to establish a system of eugenics; the regulation 
by law of marriage by Government selection of bride and groom. 
This is the crazy notion of theorists who apply to humanity the prac- 
tices of a stock breeder." 

It is doubtful if in the entire history of this country any bill 
providing such legalized interference with family relations and stab 
control of the most sacred function of marriage has heretofore been 
attempted. "If such a bill as this is to pass," concluded Dr. Layton. 
"it oughl to be so amended that no man can hold a position under it 
who has not felt the compelling obligations and responsibilites of 
fatherhood, and no woman who has not hud a baby of her own, there- 
by getting a little motherly experience before she endeavors to in- 
terfere with other women's babies- As a physician I can assert most 
positively that if sue ha requirement was made at least tin,' propon- 
ents of this measure would scatter like mist before tin.' morning sun." 
WDhatever one's opinion of the desirability of child welfare legisla- 
tion, Dr. Layton 's speech presents many viewpoints and facts that 
are interesting. A copy of it can be secured by writing him at his 
Washington office.
